.ccrtaine Lawes and rules of gouernment. And)becauſe I will 


notlooſe time in things not neceſfarie, Iomit that gouern- 
ment,which the Greekes call A riftocratia, which is the go- 
nernmentofthe Nobility,asit is with the Signorie of Yerice. 
And your Demecratiz,which is popular,and confiſtes of the 
Many, as that of Gezea, and the Cantons of the Swzr-. 
Which (though approued by many ) hauc their inconueni- 
ences,and thoſe no ſmall anes.For'the Nobilitic,and/power- 
fall perſons, if they nor perſeuerc in the obferuance of the 
Lawes of good gouernment, they . prefently grow to be 
couctous, and are much ſubie& to Ambition. And becauſe 
they arcbut a few, they fearc the multitude zand for to con- 
ſerue themſelues, cxerciſecruelry ; whereby in the ende it 
turnes to a Tyrannic. For(as Mecenas faith.) Theſtate of a 
few Lords;is the ſtate of afew Tyrants. And hethat is the 
moſt powerfull,the moſt ambicious, and beft befriended,and 
reſpeRed of the people, vpon the leaft diſſenſion,ioynes with - 
the multitude, which being. it is naturally enuious, mutable 
and a friendte: irinouation; willwith a-great deale of facilitie 
oucrthrowheEommon-wealth-Andfayzthe Nobles m—_

ſide, but agree amongſt themſclues, yet cannot they but liue in 
feareofthe infidelitic ofthe Vulgar; for ordinarily,thoſe that 
haue a hand in the gouernment, are morecnuied, then thoſe 
that hauc none at al. Beſides,it is a weake kind of gouernment, 
nor is it poſſible,thattheſe few Lords,can in large,conquer,& 
conſerue apgreat Empire,as can a King,or a Monarke,becauſc 
the forces are leſſevnited in them, then in him. And the people 
which is little intereſſcd, &hath no ſhareor partin thoſe ho. 
nourable places,carry a Capital hatred to your great perſons, 
andare hardly drawn to ſuch: liberall Contributions, as may 
ſuſtaine a War, and ſubdue kingdomes.Your popular Eſtate 
in failing from that equality, whichit pretendeth,is cafily con 
uerted into a licentious libertie, or.rather looſeneffe, pulling 
down ſome,& ſetting vp otbers,andis much ſubie&to Alte- 
rations through it's inconſtancie, & weakehead-picces of the 
Popular.For(as T#/y ſaith)the ſea hath not ſo many ſtormes, 
perills,& tempeſtes,as hath this kind of Comonwealth. And 
of force ( euery one- attending his owne' proper good and 
priuate intereſt ) it muſt runne vpon one of theſerwo rockes: 
Either on the Tyrannic of him, that is the ſtrongeſt, and, vp- 
held by the fauour of the Maior part,liftes vp himſelfe aboue 
them all:Or on the Plebezan gouernment, -then which none 
can be worſe;zforall then falls into the hands of ignorant peo- 
ple who put ordinary people into: the higheſt places of ho- 
nour and command, without any diſtin&ion or reckoning of 
rich,noble,wiſe,or vertuous. VVhat good Counſfaile,or ſound 
Aduiſe can all the Communaltie glue ( pur all their braines 
together)in a donbtfull caſe,or bu 

( as Salomon'faith ) there:is ſcarce oneto be found of a thou- 
ſand,otabilitie and ſufficiencie in this kinde? But put caſe that 
ſuch a one way happily be found amongſt them, how ſhall 
he be heard with filence.VVhat patience willtheir cares lend 
him?

And therefore .A7iſorlefayd; That « #0 
was not any Tyrannie either greater or-more /pernicious, 
then thatof anintireCommunaltie, which;ofieſelfe,is incli: 
ned to.crueltie;\ The'2402archy,” or Kingdomeis freer from 
the(cburning fcucrs, and. by alt is raked in'the beſt place, 
andis ſtiffely maintainedby the graveſt Authors. Ofthis 
onely ſhall Ltreare at this'preſent.'i'Teis called a Monarchy;of 
M#&, which;in Greeke,ſignifieth One,andof 4 &; which 
is the ſanie-with-Princey which is as if we'tſhoifd* ſay a 
Principalicie, 'or a Kingdome ; where one alone is hee: that 
commandsand: gouernes,-and the reſt all' obey.” All theſe 
three kindes; of Popular; Ariſtocratiell;hnd Monarchicall 
gdicrnments werevſed imGreecs, and! moFopirticolarly in 

_ Rome, But Rob meuer came tbibe Miſtreffe of rhe VVorld, 
till ſhee wasredutgdto a2 onarohbre in the''time of 'Ceſar 
Ms CAngiſtus. 
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Angnſtus. There are found thereins. differences of States: 
Husbandmen, Trades-men, Merchants, Souldiers, Tudges 
Cleargie-men, the Nobility,and the King, which ( toſpeake 
more properly,and, as in diuers places it is delivered by the 
bleſſed Apoſile S. Paul) is a Miſticall Body,which wecall a 
Kingdome with it's Head. Fora king,is the ſupreme Lord, 
ſubie& onely vnto God. 


That in S. 4»g»/iines,and Diuus Themas his opinion,as allo 4vg.lib.2.de 


ſundry other Authors of diucrs faculties, amongſt which are 
Ariſtotle, and Plato; the moſt excellent gouernment,is that, 


which acknowledgeth a Superior, one King, and one Head, 4i/.2%.3. 


For all naturall, and good gouernment proceedeth from 


One,and that which comes neercſt vnto Vnitie, hath moſt 7puv. 
ſimilitude, with that which is diuine, and is by much the *'2%-15- 


moſt perfe&. By God, Kings reigne,according tothat of the 
wiſe man. Per megreges regnant; Per me, Principes imperant. 
By me Kings reigne, and Princes decree zuſtice. And God be- 
ing one,and moſt fimplein his Being; and Nature the Head 
ofail the whole Vniuerſe;by Whom, and Which all is go» 
uerned with admirable and incffable prouidence, and is the 
Idea ofall good and perfe& gouernment, it is nota thing to 
be doubted,but that that ſhall be amongſt vs the beſt, which 
is moſt agreeable, with his. And if the Members of the body, 
being many,and bearing different Offices thercin, admit to 
begouecrned bya Head, and that God and Nature, hath ſo 
ordained it, Why ſhould not a Monarchicall. gouernment be 
the beff ? Moſt certaine therefore s it, that it s mainely to 
be preferred before the other two.Some will haue ths Monar- 
chicall gouerment to be the moſt ancient, and rharit had it's 
beginning from-Cain, {dams eldeſt ſonne, who was the 
firſt, that did gather people together, built Citics, and did 
ſhut them vp,and fortifie chem with walls. After the flood, 
Nimrod the ſonne of Chus,and nephew vnto Charr,a man 0 


f Bros lib. 4 .de 


valour,and amongſt thoſe ofthoſe times, themoſt able, and y,, e1;upa.de 
firongeſt man, was the firſt, that reduced men to live in a-4#%4 
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Communitie,and to be obedient to one only King,poſſefiing 
himſelfe of the Kingdomeand Signorie of the World. And 
before theſe, euer-in the very beginning of the Creation, 
God began to eſtabliſhthis gouernment, & forme ofa Com- 
monwealth. For (as S.Paul faith) God would, thar all Man- 
kinde ſhould deſcend from one Man. And Gods choſen peo- 
pledid euermore maintaineaMonarchie,anddidordaine,that 
the Supreme power ſhould reſide and remainein One. The 
firſt gouernours of the world,were Monarkes,& did gouerne 
with this Title, & all the Common» wealthes of the VWorld, 
haue generally, defired to be gouerned by one king. As ap- 


peareth by thoſe of the Gentiles,cuery particular ſtate hauing 


his peculiar King,And were it not a-great monſtrouſneſſe in 
nature, that ene body, ſhould haue two. Heads ? Much more 
were it,that once kingdome ſhould be gouerned by two pcr- 
ſons:Vaitie is.the Author of much good; and Pluralitie, the 
cauſer of much ill, The Roman Commonwealth did ſuffer 
much miſcrie and calamitie,not becauſe all would not obey 
One,but-becauſe many would command All. And therforcin 
their greater neceſſities, they did create a DicFaror, ſo called 


becauſe ail did obay: whatſocuer hedi&ated, and ſayd vnto 


them. [For they knew well cnough, and did clcarely and 
plaincly perceiue, That in the Empireof One, the. authoritie 
was the greater; greater the obedicnce,fteer their determina- 
tions, firmer their Councells, ſpecdier their reſolutions, and 
more-prompt the cxecution of their deſignes. .' In a word, 
Command,Signorie,and Supreme power, docs better in one 
headthen in many.And therefore all doe vnanimouſly and 
vndoubtedly conclude, That the Monarchie,is the ancientſ, 
and the durableſt of all other;and it's gouernment the beſt : 
yet, would Þ haueitto helpe it ſelfe with the 4r7i/tocratia in 
that which-may be vſcfall for it's aduantage. That in regard 
of it's ſtrength, and cxecution,doth by it's greater. Vnion,and 
force excel[the reſt : This other which is-compoſed of a 
few noble, wiſe,and vertuous-perſons, becauſe it conſiſtes of 
more 
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more, hath the more intireneſſe,prudence,and wiſedome;and 
by conioyning and intermixing the one with the other, re- 
ſuiteth a perfe& & abſolute gouernment. Sothat a Mozarchy, 
that it may not degenerate, mult not goe looſe, and abſolute 
(for Command,is a madd-man; and power Luxa#icke') but 
muſt be tyed to the Lawes,as far forth as it is comprehended 
vnderthe Law; And in thingsparticular and temporall,muſt 
haue reference tothe body:of the Councel, ſeruing 'as the 
brace,or ioyningpecce oftimber;berwcene'a Monarchie, & 
an Ariſtocracie, which is the aſhſtance and 'adviſe of the 
chicfer,and wiſer ſort. For,from a Monarchy not thus well 
and orderly tempred, arife great errours in gouernment,little 
latisfa&tion to the State, arid :many diſtaſtes'amongſt thoſe 
that are gouerned. Ailmen,'thathauehad the eſtimariori of 
ſound indgements,and accounted wiſe in all kind of faculties 
haue held this to be the beſt and perfeteſt gouernment,and 
with out it, neuer Cirienor kingdome hath beene taken to 
be well goucrned. Your good Kings- and great Gouernours 
haue ener fauoured.this Courfe ; whereas on the contrarie, 
your bad kings,and cuill Goucrnonrs, tranſported with their 
pride,haue runne another way. And therefore, in conformitic 
heereunto, I dare confidently afftirme, ifa Monarke, (be hee 
what he will be)ſhall reſolue bufineffes aloneon hisown head 
(how wiſe ſocuer he thinke himfelf\withouthaning recontſe 
to his Counce'l,or againſt the opinion of his Counfellours, 
(although he do A certar and hitright in his reſolutions)yet 
therein he breakes the bounds of a Monarchie,and enters in- 
to thoſe of a Tyranny. Of whoſe Fxamples;and cheenill ſuc- 
ceſſes inſuingrhereupon;the Hiſtories are full. Bur one ſhall 
ſcrue inſtead of many. - Andthat ſhall be of Tarquinins Su- 
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perbus,raken out ofthe firſt Booke of: Titas Linins, who Ont riv.ts.1. 


of his great pride, and havghtineſſe of minde,that he might 
rateall himfelfe,and tame noneeſe ro have a hand in any 
buſiefſe,madeitthis Maſter-pecce; to weaken the authority 
ofthe Roman Senateinlefiening'ithe'tiumber of Senatovrs. 

low A4 Which 
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Which he purpoſely did,that he wholy and ſolely by him- 
ſelfe, mighr determine all whatſoeuer that occurred in the 
kingdome. In this Monarchic,or Kingdome, there are three 
parts,or partiesto be conſidered, of whom principally we 
aretotreate. The King, The Miniſters, and the Vaſlalls. 
And ifin a humane body, the Anatomic & conſideration of 
the Head,be the niceſt, ſubrilleſt,and moſt difficult, whar dif 
ficultic will it not be,and what a daintic hand will it not re» 
uire to touch,talke,and treate of a king, whois the head of 
the Commonwealth ? And hencel inferre,that for to treatre 
ofKings, and to preſcribe them Precepts and Documents 
rouching a Kingdome, heought tobe ſuch a wiſe King, as 
was Salowron.\Who,conſideringthedifhcultics and dangers, 
which may'in this matter offer themſelues,aduiſeth all with- 
out any difference,that they ſhould nor ſeeme to be deſirous 
to ſeeme wiſe before their Temporall kings. For no man, 
howſocuer fulfill'd with wiſedome, is ( ſpeaking in his kings 
preſence ) ſecure and ſafe. Penes Regem, noli velle wideri ſa- 
piews.Boaſt not thy wiſedome in the preſence of the King. 
The reaſon isfor that he that is the ſupreme ſoueraigne in 
Temporall power, whom all ichnoninkn and obey as their 
Superiour, riſenteth it much, to ſce himſelfe inferiour in a 
thihg of ſo greate eſtceme, as is wiſedome and diſcretion. 
Xenophon,laying his foundation on this opinion, introduceth 
Cambiſes,inſtrufting hisſonne Cyrus, King of Perſia, how he 
ought tocarry himſelf in his Kingdome. As alſo Alexander, 
who reccined his Militarie Precepts from his father Phi/ip 
and not from any orher that was inferiour vnto him. It is 
written of 4zaficles, king of the Lacedemonians, that he re- 
fuſed to learne Philoſophicof a famousPhiloſopher of thoſe 
times;it ſeeming vnto him, that being a king, ic was not 
fitting, he ſhould be his Scholler, whoſe ſonne he was not. 
As if he ſhould hauc ſayd; That he,oncly by anaturall obli- 
ation, acknowledged him alone, and that he contented 
imſelfe with that which he had learned from him; arid 
would 
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would not acknowledpe any other inferiour vnto him in 
birch, though neucr ſo much before him in learning and 
knowledge. But this difficulty I purpoſe to ouercome by 
propoling,in this my Treatiſe, vato kings, not mine owne 
Reaſons,nor thoſe, which I might draw from great Philoſo- 
phers,and humane Hiſtories, but fromthe words of God, 
and of his Saints, and from Hiſtories Diuine and Canoni» 
call, whoſe Inſtructions kings may nor diſdaine, nor take it 
as an affront to ſubmitthemſeluesthereunto, be they ( being 
Chriſtians)neuer ſo powerfull,neuer ſo ſupreme; becauſe the 
Author that di&ates theſe Leſſons vnto them, is the Holy- 
Ghoſt. And if I ſhall at any timealleage the Examples of 
heathen Kings, and {hall make ſome good benefit of An- 
tiquitie, and ſerue my ſelfe with the ſentences of Philoſo- 
phers, that were ſtrangers vnto Gods people,it ſhall be very 
ſparingly,and as it comes in my way,and as one that ceazeth 
vpon his owne goods ( ifhe fortune to light vpon them) and 
takeththem from thoſe that vniuſtly detaine and poſleſle 
them, 
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What the name of King fignifieth. 
. Ah His: name of King, in .Diuine and 
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2a: old as is the firſt -Man.' For, in Gods 
1... creating ofhim ( cucn before that there 
fa, 8, were many Men) -hemade him King 
Gp. oucralithec beaſtes of the field. And it 
DTS Avis amoſt hoble Appellatiue, and that 
7 4 11:24 Which better, and more incerely. re:1 
preſemeth-vnto vs the Maieſtic of God, who: very frequent-' 
ly inthe holy Scriptares, and with much propriety is called! 
King, Anditis the. common opinion ofthe VWiſcſt, that it 
ſigiuficthione that rules,and: goucrnes, being deduced from, 
the Latine word Regere, which is to rule, or goucrne. Reges 4: 
regendo ditts ſunt, (ith S. 1ſidore ) Ideb quilibet redte fact. 
endo, regis nomen tenet, ſed peccando, amittiit. And confide- 
ring with more attention, this it's true Erymologic, he is 
properly ſayd to be a King, whoouer miſtring his paſhons, 
doth firſt rule and gouerne himſelfe, cumplying(as he ought) 
with the obligations of his Eftate, withour offence cither to 
God or his neighbour ; and next hath a care to rule others, 
and,to procure all he can, that all may doe the like ; And 
he, that ſhall do thecontrary laying his foundation on hu- 
mane wiſedom,and reaſon of State, regardeth more his own 
temporall commoditie and proper Intercſt, then the good 
of the Commonwealth. This ſuteth not with the name he 
holdeth; nor may he be called a king, neither is he fo for 
himſelfe, nor for others, becauſe heneither knowes to rule 
himſelfe nor others. 2/alzs,ſi regret ( ſaith S. Auſten ) ſeruns 
eff. He hath the Appellationand honourable name ofa king, 
bur 
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but in very truth, ſee how many vices reigne in him, ſo many 
times is hee a ſervant, nay a very (lave. Ir was the aduice of 
Agapitze to Tuſtinianthe Emperour, that he ſhould hauc an 
eye oucr himſelfe, and looke well to his ations ; for albcir 
he were a King and a great Prince, yet the Title of King did 
then convene to him, when he ſhould be Maſter of himſclfe, 
and curbing his unruly appetites, ſhould of a King become a 
Vaſſall to Reaſon and [uſtice. Hee that is good, and iuſt, is 
a Gol] vpon earth, and from thence is the name of King 
deriued vnto him, and is his Vicar in all cauſes, for to 
maintaine his SubicRs in Tuſtice and Truth. by his Empire 
and Command, and to ſuſtaine all things in Order, Policie, 


and Peace. And therefore a Law of the Partids ſayes thus, 23.z. e&b.7, 
.Qe el Rey es Yicario dedios, para hazer iuſlicia en todos los T1 parts. 


coſas, Thata King is Gods Vicar, for to_ doe iuſtice in all 
Cauſes. Anſwering to that his owne ſaying, By me Kings 
reigne, exc. Whichis, as if he ſhould haue faid ; That their | 
power isderiued from God, as from the firſt and primary 
cauſe. The fignification likewiſe of this word King.or Rex,is 
(and me thinks)farre better declared,if we (hall but refer its 
originall to anorher word of the primitiue Language, where 
the Hebrew word Razz ſignifies (amongſt other it's ſigni- 
fications)To feede. And inthis ſenſe it is to be found in many 
places of holy Scripture. And from this #age, is deriued 
Rex, Rego, or Rezno. And Regere,and Paſcereamongſt the 
Poets, and cuen alſo amongſtche Prophers, are promiſcu- 
ouſly vſcd. Homer, Yirgil,and Danid, put no difference be- 
twixt Reges and Paſtores,ſtyling Kings Shepheards;& Shep- 


heards Kings. And therefore in the 23. Pſa/me,where the vul- p,,. 


gar Latine reades, Dominus regit me ; Sleromes Tranſlation 
hath it, D om!nws paſcit me. The Lord is my Shepheard,there. 
fore can I lack netbing, he ſhall feede me in a greene paſture, 
and leade me forth beſides the waters of comfort. And Homer 
he ſtyles a King Paſtorem popali, the Shepheard of his peo- 
ple;in regard of that ſweetnelſe of Command wherewith he 
gouerneth

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'gouerncth them, and the gentle hand that hee carries ouer 


them, feeding, butnotfleccing ofthem. Xe-ophon ſaith, that 
the actions ofa good [hepheard,are like vnto thoſeof a good 
King.So that the name of King, doth not onely fignific him 
that ruleth, but him thar ruleth like a ſhepheard. And the 
betterto inſtru& vs herein, the Prophet 7/azah, ſpeaking of 
that,which the true Chriſtian King our Sauiour ſhould doe, 
when he ſhould come into the world,ſaith;Sicur Paſtor,pre. 
gem ſuun paſcet, in brachio ſuo congregabit agnos, ey in ſian 
ſas levabit, fetas ine portabit. Hee ſhall feede his flocke 
like a ſhepheard , hee ſhall gather the Lambes with his 
armes, and carry them in his boſome, and (hall guide them 
with young, He ſhall perfc&ly performe all the Offices of 
a ſhepheard by feeding of his ſheepe, and by bearing them 
(if needebe) vpon his ſhoulders. And of the ſelte ſame 
King, Chriſt, God ſaidin reſpect of his people ; 7p/e paſcer 
es, ox ipſe erit eis.in paſtorem. I will ſet vpa ſhepheard ouer 
them, and he {hall feed them. And in the next words follow- 
ing he cals him-ioyntly King and ſhepheard. Servas meus 
David Rex ſuper eos, & Paſtor unus erit omninm corum. 
My ſeruant Dauzd (hall bee the Prince amongſt them, and * 
they ſhall all haue but one ſhepheard; And they ſhall 
dwell ſafely in the wilderneſſe, and ſleepe in the woaods,and 
none ſhall make them affraid. And for the clearer ſignificati. 
on hereof, the firſt K'ngs that God made choiſe of;and com- 
manded to be anoynted, hee tooke them fromamidft their 
flocks. The one they ſought after, the other they found fees 
ding of his flocke. The Prophet Sawwnel whom God com- 
manded to annoyntfor King one of the ſons of 7/hazhauing 
ſcene the elder and the other ſeuen (all goodly handſome 
men & of agood diſpoſition) had no great liking to any one 
oi them, but asked their father z Whether he had nomore 
children but thoſe ; And he ſaid vnto him.; 444»: reliquus 
eſt parvulus, oF paſcit oves, There remaineth yet lirtle 
one behind, that keepeth the ſheepe. And the DP; __ 
WIIE 
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willedhim,thar he (hould ſend for him for we will not ſit 
downe,till he be come hither;ſhewing,thatto bea ſhepheard 
and to feed the flock, was the beſt Symbole, and moſt proper 
Embleme of a King. Andtherfore 1 would hauc no man to 
imazinethar which: Phz/02 did feare, that when we come to 
make a King,we mult take away the Crooke, and put the 
Scepter in his hand. The Officeofa King I tell you,and the 
Arte of ruling, will require a great dealeot ſtudy, and experi- 
ence. For to gouerhe the bigger ſort of beaſtes,and thoſe that 
are of greateſt price, aman muſt firſt haue learned to 
haue gouerned the leſſer. Ttis not mecte,to Popp into great 
p'aces-vnexper.enced perſons, and ſuch as know not what 
| belongs 'vnto bulineſle, northe weight of the charge that 
they are to tike vpon them. For indeede, great Martcers are 
not handſomely carryed, nor well managed, but by ſuch as 
haue beene formerly imployed in buiineſles of an inferi- 
our and lower nature. And this choyle, waich God made 


of Danid, iumpes with this our intent. He dothnot ſay, that ,,, n 
oy poſt ſatanti= 
he tooke him on the ſodaine. from the ſheepefold,and pre- #5 accepit ewrr, 


ſently clapp't a Crowne vpon his Head ; bur firſt bred him? 


vp to feede the houſe of Jacob, and bis family, and that he 5, j4aci here 
ſhould exercife himſelfe therein. Fora well ordered houſe, ditatemſuam. 


and a family that is well gonerned, is the Modell and Image 
6f a'Common-wealth; And: domeſticall authoritie, reſem- 
bleth Regall power. And the good guidance ofa particular 
houſe, is the Exemplary and true -patterne of a publicke 
State. Itimbracethiand comprehendeth in it all the ſorts 
of good gouernmient:'It doth treate and ſet in order thoſe 
things, thar apzertaine ro Policie,Conſeruation, and the di- 
retion of Men,as well in regard -of Commanding,as obey- 
ing. Whatother thing isa houſe with his family, but a little 
Citie. And what a Cnie, bura-great Honſe? Many houſes; 
make'a Citie;z And many Cities;make a kingdome.: And in 
point of gouertiment, they onely.differ in; greatneſſe, . for 
howbeit-in the one; they are buſied more,and in the other 
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Eſay.3. 


leſſe, yet they tend all to -one end, which is the common 
good. And therefore S. Pawl.and other Saints,and wiſe men 
are of opinion, that hee that knowes not how to gouerne 
his own houſe well, will hardly gouerne another mans. The 
Emperour Alexander Severn, vilting the Roman Senate, 
did inquire, how the. Senators did rule and gouerne their 
owne priuate Houſes, and families, and ſayd , Thar thar 
man, who knew not how to command his wife, and his 
Children,to follow his owne buſineſſes, to make proviſion 
for his houſe, and to gonernc his familie, it were a mad- 
neſſe to recommend vnto that man the gouernment of the 
Common-wealth. Amongſt thoſe the famous Gouernours, 
Cato the Roman, was preferred before C1riftides, the 
Grecian, becauſe the former was a great Pater familias, or 
father of a familie, and the latter was noted to be defeiue 
in that kinde, Sothat thelife of a ſhepheardis the Coun. 
terfeit or Picture of gouernment, as is to be ſeene by his 
alliance in his Office, in the care. of the wellfare of his 
flocke, in the obligation of the Account that he s to make, 
in the offence that he is to finde by Wolues and Thecues, 
and in the ſolicitude and watchfullneſſe, which thoſe ordi- 
nary dangers doe require, wherein his flocke ſtands, and 
more eſpecially when the ſhepheard is wanting vnto them. 
And itis ſo proper vntoa King to feede his flocke, that 
when our Sauiour Chriſt fed that multitude of people, 
which followed him in the deſert, they no ſooner ſaw that 
he had fatisfied them, but they were deſirous to make 
him a King, and to clap the Crowne 'on his head:And for 
this cauſe in the 3. Chapter of E/ay, he that ſaw he was vn- 

prouided of bread, would not accept the Votes of thepeo- 

ple, that were willing to nominate him for their King,ſay- 

ing thus vnto them : Nox: ſum medicus, or in domo mea 

non eſt pants, meque veſtimentum ; nolite conſtituere me 
principem populi.' There is no bread in my houſe, nor 

cloathing, I cannot be an helper vnto yee;therefore make 
me 
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me no Prince of the people. And therefore with very 
goodreaſon, and with a. great deale of proprictic, a King 
and a Shepheard, is all one. 

In the Greeke tongue a King is called &xnai, ua 
baſis & fundamentum populi. As if hee were the bafis 
and foundation of the people. And of your Kings (ſayth 
Rabbi Abraham) thoſe words are to bee vnderſtood of 
10b, Qui portant orbem,\VWho (uſtaine the weight ofa king- 
dome, and bcare the loade thereof vpon their ſhoulders. 
Anda Hierogliffe heercof is the Crowne which they weare 
 vpontheir head in manner of a Citie, circled about with 
Townes, and battlements ; ſignifying thereby, that the 


ſtrong braync, and the good and wile head, and ſound cregin ns. 


ſconce of a-King, doth fortifie and vphold the whole weight 
and burthen of all the Cities of his kingdome. And this 
is S. Gregories Interpretation vpon this place. Some others 
concciuethat this name was giuen it, in conſideration of 
thar creature called the Baſi/iske ; who is the king of the 
venomous creatures,and hath this euil qualitie with him,thar 
he kills with his lookes onely. And doenot the kings ſome. 
times kill their fauourites, and thoſe that are necreſt abour 
them, with the knit of the brow and a ſower looke? And 
ſome ſuch Kings there be (or at leaſt haue beene)in the 
world, that take it offenſiuely, if their frownes and dif- 
fauours, doe not kill like poyſon. But this Etymologic hath _ 
little ground forit. For the Greeke word &aa><v which 
in that language ſignifies a king, is much different from 
that of Ba/iliſcus, a Baſiliſcke. For it is more proper to 
Kings to cureand heale, then to kill,and ſlay. As the fore- 
cited place of 'Zſay-teacheth vs, where he that would not 
take the Crowne vpon him, excuſes himſelfe, not onely 
for that he had not bread to feedeothers, but alſo becauſe 
he was nota Phyſitian, wor ſum Medicus, (4 in domo mea 
703 eft pants,preſupoſing, that a good King ought to be a 
Phyſitian-to. his people, and ongla to helpe and _ his 
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Gen. 2c 
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ſubiets. And the ſayd Prophet,” when in the perſon of 
Chriſt, he relateth, how theerernall Father had annoynted 
him, and Crowned him for King, faith,ſpirirms domin: ſuper 
me, eo quod unxerit me & vs mederer contritis corde, And 
Chriſt himſelfe being calumniated by the Phariſees, becauſe 
he did conuerſe 'and eat with Publicans, and Sinners, hee 
made them this anſwer. Nox eſt opus valentibus medicus, 
ſed mal: habentibus.

And therefore in the 34.of Zzechiel, God doth lay 
a heauic Taxe vpon thoſe ſhepheards, becauſe they were 
faulty in this their Office of Curing. 29d infirmi fuit nou 
conſolidaſtts,e» quod egrotum,non ſanaſtis, &c. The diſeaſed 
haue yee not ſtrengthened, neither hane yee bealed that which 
was ſiche, neither haue yee bound vp" that which was broken, 
neither hane yee brought againe that mhich was drinen a- 
way, neither haue yee ſoneht that which was loſt , but with 
force aud with crucltie hane yee ruled them, yee eat the fat, 
ard yeecloath ye with thepyooll, yee kill them that are fed, 
but yee feede not the flocke. ' And heere that third ſignifi. 
cation ſutes well ' with this name of King : which is the 
ſame as Father. As appeareth in that of Gezeſis,where the 
Sichemites called their King Abimilech, which is as much 
to ſay; As my Father, ormy Lord; And anciently their Kings 


were called Patres re#p-Fathers of their Common-wealths. 
And hence is it,that King Theodoricis defining the Mateſtie

And becauſe the Ofhee of a Kirig hath ſuch 
ſimiliancie with that of a Father, P/aro ſtiles a King Patrers 
familias, A father of a familie. And :Xenophonthe Philoſo.

That a good Prince, differs nothing from a good Father. 
The onely difference is in: this, That the' one hath fewer; 
the other more vnder his Empire: &Command. And certain- 
ly,it is moſt ſutable vnto reaſon, thatthis' Title of Father be 
giucn vnto Kings, becauſe they ought ro be: ſuch rowards 
their ſubieQs, and kingdomes, carrying a fatherly affeRi- 
on and prouidence,towards theit wellfare and preſctuation.

then to hauc a King cloath' himſelfe withthe love of a fa- 
ther, and to haue that care of his ſubieas; as if*they 'were 
ſo many children of his owne loynes. The affe&ion of a 
father towards his children, his care that they ſhall lacke no- 
thing, and to be one and the ſame towards them all, car- 
rieth a great proportion with a R_ pictic towards his 
ſubie&s. Hee is called a Father, io that the very name, 
obligeth him to anſwer this {ignification, in workes, not 
in word ; but to ſhew himſelfea true father indeed. Againe, 
for that this name father is very proper vnto Kings, if wee 
{hall well and truly weigh it,amongſt all other Attributes and 
Epithites of Maieſtie,and Signorie, it is the greateſt, vnder 
which all other names are comprehended,as the Species vn- 
der their Genzs;being fubordinare therenfito.” Father is a= 
boue the Title of King, Lord, Maſter, Captaine,andthe like. 
In a word,it is a name aboue all other names that denotate 

B Signorie 
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Signorie, and prouidence. Antiquitie when it was willing- 
to throw it's greateſt Honour vpon an Emperour, it called 
him the Father of the Common-wealth. Which was more 
then Ceſar, or Auguſins, and whatſocuer other name moſt 
glorious inthe world : whether it were conferr'd vpon them 
either for to flatter them, or to oblige them to thoſe great 
effets,which this name ( Father ) ryes them vnto. In con- 
cluſion, by this word (Father,)it is giuen Kings to vnder- 
ſtand, what they ought to doe. .To wit; Thar they are to 
rule gouerne and: maintaine their Common-wealths :and 
Kingdomesin Inftice, and in Peace: That they areto fecde, 
( like good ſhepheards ) theſe their rationail ſheepe. That 
they are ( likeskilfull Phyfirians) to heale and curetheir ma- 
ladics : And that they areto baucthat care of rheir ſubie&s, 
as farhers haue of their children, watching over them with 
prudence and with Loue, reſpe&ing more them, then them- 
ſelues. For Kings,are more obliged to the Kingdome,and 


- the Common-wealth, then vnto themſelues.For, if we ſhall 


but lookeinto the Originall, and Inſtitution of a King, and 
a kingdome, we ſhall finde, thata King was ordained for 
the good of the kingdome, and not the kingdome for the 
good of the King.

uen Imape nor any feigned Pifures,or counterfeit paintings 

which fhew a hand, where there is none ; diſcoucr a face, 
wherethere is none z and repreſent' a body, where there is 

none; exprefling therein ations to the life,as if the Image 

or Picture did ſec,and ſpeake.For Godis nofriend of feigned 

figures, of painted men, nor of Kings, that arc onely ſoin 

ſhape: and proportion, being in faſhion like vnto thoſe, of 

whom Dazid ſayd, Os habent, ey non loquuntur oculos has P13 5-16. 
bent, oF non videbunt, 6c. T hey haue months, but ſpeake 

ot, eyes bane they, but they ſee wot ;, They hane eaves, but 

heare not, and hands haue they, but handle not. And to 

what vſc I pray ſerues all this? They are to more then 

meere Idolls of Stone, which haue no more in them of 

Kings, but onely an externall repreſentation. To be all 

name and authoritic, and to be Men in nothing elfe, doe 

not ſute well togerher.

As his name ſoundeth, ſo let him ſeruein 
his place. : it is the people that proclaime the King, but 
it is the King that. muſt proclaime his loue to. the peo- 
ple. Hee that: hath. the name of ruling -and governing, 
a Gods name let him rule and gouerne. They are not: to be 
Reyes de anillo (as itis in the Proverb) thatis to ſay ; v6- 
minall Kings only,gy preter aomen nihil;hauing nothing elſe 
in them. 1n France,there was a time,when their kings, had 
nothing but . the bare name -of Kings, their Livetenants 
Generall goucrning, and Commanding all, whileſt they 
{like ſo many beaſtes) did bulie themſelues in nothing 
clſc, but following the delights and pleaſures of Gluttonie, 
and Wantonneſle. And becauſeit might be known,. andap- 
peare to the people, that they were aliue, (for they neuer 
came abroad ) once a yeare they made ſhew of themſclues, 
on the firſt day of May,in the Market-place of Parr, fit- 
ting in a chaire of State; on a throne royall, like your kings 
. amongſt your Stageeplayers; and there in reuerence they 
bowed their bodies vnto them, and preſented them- with 
giftes ; andthey againe conferred ſome fauours, on ſuch as 
they though fit. And becauſe you may ſee the miſerie where- 
 _untothey.were brought, Zyzardms,in. the. beginning ofthar 
Hiſt>riewhich he writes of thehfe of G/arles the-Great;ſays: 
That thoſe Kings (in thoſe- dayes); had.no valourin them 
m.the world,made no ſhew of Noblenefſe,nor ganeſo much 
as ataſt of Foy þ ae therenrito; but: had onely;:the 
empty and.naked name of King:-For.tayery deederthey-were 
not. Sap hadaQually and effetually m—a% the 
goucrnment of the. State, or the wealth' and: riches of the 
Kingdome,; for. they,were wholly poſleſſed by the Prefect; 
thy we” Palatij, 
My y 9 0 
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latij, whom they called -Seneſhalls, or Lord high Stewards 
of the Kings Houſe. Who. were ſuch abſolute Lords and 
of that vnlimited power,thatthey ruled the roſte, and did 
what they liſt, Jeauing- the poore ſeely King nothing ſaue 
onely the bare Titic, who ſitting in a Chaire with his Per- 
riwigge,and his long beard, repreſented the perſon of a 
Xing making the world beleeue that hee gaue Audience 
to all Ambaſſadours that came from forraigne parts, and 
gaue them their anſwers anddifpatches, when they*were 
to returne © But in very truth, he ſayd no more vnto them, 
faue what hee had becne taught, or had by writing beene 
powred into him, making fhew as if all this had beene done 
out of his owne Head. So'rhartheſe kinde'of 'Kingshad 
nothing of the Power-Royall; but rhe vaprofitable name 
of King, and inutile throne of- State, and a perſonated 
Maicſtic that lay open to nothing but ſcorne and deriſion. 
For the true kings,and thoſe that commanded all, were thoſe 
their Minions and Favorites, who oppreſied the other by 
their potencic, and kept them in awe. Of a King of 
$4maria, God fayd; That hee was no- more but paulu- 
lum ſpume, a froathy bubble. Which being beheld a far 
off, ſeemeth to be ſomething, bur when you-draw neere 
and rouch'ir, it-is nothing. Sima zz tetfo, Rex fatums,in 
{olio fno. He is like vnto-an Ape'onthe houſe-toppe,' who 
vſing the apparances, and geſtures of a 'man' is: taken-for 
ſucha one by them thar know him:not. Tuſt ſo, is a foolith 
King' vpon -bis-Throne,: your: Ape likewiſe ſerueth to en- 
tertaine ichildreniand' to-make-them ſport: - And} a King 
cauſerh faaghter-in thoſe, who behold him flript of the a&ti- 
ons:of a King, without authoritie, and without gouernment.

- Or, as the Hebrew renders it : Imago fitFils, 
O& contrits., An image of crack't earth, which leaketh in 
a thouſand places., ' A vaine Idoll, which repreſenteth 
much, yet is no other then a falſe and lying ſhadow. And 
that. name doth very well ſute with them, which El;phas 
fally-pur vpon 194, whozbeing.ſo good and ſo iuſt a man, 
did- mocke:at him, vpbrayding him, that bis foundation 
was in the duſt, that he was not a man of any ſolid and 
ſound iudgement, but onely had ſome certaine exteriour 
apparences, calling him /micoleon, which is a kinde of 
creature, which in Latin, they call Formicales. Becauſe it 
hath, a monſtrous kinde of Compoſture,in the one halfe 
part of the body, repreſenting a fierce Lyon, which was 
alwayes the Hierogliffeof a King z andin the other halfe 
an c1nteor Piſmire, which {ignificth a weake thing and 
without any. ſubſtance.

Counlailours likewiſe muſt be 
of that greatneſſe of courageand: magnanimitie,as may.cor- 
reſpond withthe Dignitie royall... Fot Kings that haue noc 
had it themſclues :any great-courage,: haue ſtill honoured 
noble-minded Counſailours, whereas the contrary haucbin 
diſgraced, and degraded of their honours by Kings that were 
naturally magrianimous.- For it is-the condition ofcoward- 
ly hearts; andofbaſe Counſailours encuc7ps, yolma (asthey 
fay ) in body, and ſoulc ; to propoſe varto their Kings baſe 
and vnworthy meanes, for the remedying of ſome miles, 
whereoni-others- follow, that” are farre: greater. And let 
them not perſwade them, that this Age. is barraine of ver- 
tucus: diſpoſitions, and Noble mindes, which produceth,as 
well as former times, whatſoeuer is neceſſary and. needefull 
for them. For, the diuine prudence (to which particularly 
appertaincth theonſeruation of ki ')is neucr drawen 
.dry,ncuer waxes :weaty, And if ſuch men are wanting,and 
appcare :not tothe eye of the world, it is, becauſe they are 
not ſonght after,or not admitted to Councell,for the chaſtiſe- 
-ment and puniſhmentof our greatand heinous ſinnes. Be- 
ſides, this-onebenefit. Kings haue abouc others, that allgood 
men would be glad to-ſerue them,and many doſucand ſceke 
aftcr them, ns offer their ſeruicevntothem ,, $0: that, they 
haue ſtore of choiſe, and may calily make good-eleRion, if 
therein they will trip and cleanſe themſclues of their affeRi. 
ons, and paſhons, which Eclipſeand darkenthetrue iudge- 
ment of man. And theſe; that I now ſpeake of, when they 
have found them, and made choiſe of them to be of their 
Conncell, letthem louc them,honour them ,andtruſt them. 
And as they {hall receiue caſe and: honour by their good 
Aduiſe, So ket them reward them; and conceiue of them, as 
king Alexander did of his Maſter, and Counſellour Ar;fo- 
tle;of whom he faid;thathe oughtnoJcfierefpe& vnto him, 
thenvnro his owne father. - For from his father he — 
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life; his honour,and his kingdome;. but from Az//erle, his 
Infttu&ions;Counſailes, and dire&tions, how he ſhould or- 
der bimfelfe in all-his affaires. And Scrp:o,doth attribute all 
the hotbur of his ViAories to his faithfull friendand Coun- 


ſellour £2lizms. And Cicero, to the Philoſopher Pablizs,for Cicere 55.4. 


thoſe notable things of his government, which he: perfor- 
med in his Confallſhip : fo: that:good. and: faithfall-Coun- 
fiilours; are ofgreat honour, profit,and-eaſe'vnto Kings. Bur 
ler Kings take hecde, leaſt they ſtrike a feare intotheir Coun. 
ſelours, through their abſoluteand free condition, and make 
them to withdraw themſclues fromaduiling them what is 
fitting, by ſeeing them ſo wedded to their owne opinion;and 
to cxcuſschemfs nfelues from giuing Counſaile, for thatthey atc 
diſ-heartned & diſcountenanced by chem for deliuering their 
mindes freely for their profit, & honour. Of the Emperour 
<Aarian itis ſtoryed, thathee had ſo noble a condition; ## 
libenter paticbatur admoneri ey corrigivel ab bumils perſona: 
That he willingly ſubmitted himſelfe tobe admonithed and 
reproued of the meaneſt perſon. It is proper togentile breſts, 
& generous hearrs,to liſten with delight to the good reaſons, 
& Counfailes of others, though they be inferiour in qualitie 
vntothemt:for ſometimes'a poore man hits right, whena rich 
man-miffesthe marke: ' And a Country Clowne may aduiſe 
that,wh'icha king knowes not of. Andifhe do perſwadebim- 


ſelfe;that he knoweth all,and-vndevſtandethall, and that his - 


opinion alone is the certaineſt & ſureſt, he but ſhuts;the doore 
to the'difcoucry of his erroaur. One'of the twothings (faith

Now let vs ſee, what that wiſedome is, which a King is 


to require in his Miniſters. Not worldly wiſedome, wherof

ſelues thereof, very. wiſely goe to Hell. Thequeſtion,that - 


I aske is; Whether, they ſhould be, Philoſophers, Diuines, 
or Lawyers, or in what kinde of faculties, they ſhould be 


wiſe ? Heereunto firſt I anſwer ; that queſtionleſſe,it would 
be a great helpe to. the making ofa good Counſellour to - 


bee ſcene in theſe Sciences, and to haue ſpent ſome tjme of 
ftudy in them, Butin caſe they haueno skill in theſe, it ſhall 


ſuffice, that they are wiſe in that which bel h vnto-- 
that Miniſtry, for which they are nominatedand called;to - 


wit: To bea Counſailour,which isa perſon, thatis fir,fuf- 
ficient, and able, for that charge which heis to adminiſter. 


That hee haue a nimble wit, and quicke apprehenſion, for - 
without 
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- withour thar, the reſt ſerues to little purpoſe. Whereas he 


thar is furniſhed therewith, with alittle helpe, atraineth to 
much ; He knowes things paſt, -vnderſtands the. preſent, 
and giues: his indgemenrt of things to come. Thar hee be 
well read in ancient and moderne Hiſtories, wherein are 
contained the ſentences and- opinionsof wiſe men of elder 
times, by which they ordred their Common: wealths, and 
maintained them in -Peace. For this kinde of reading, derh 
indo&rinate- more in a day, then Experience hath caughc 
others in many-ycares, which muſt by nomeanes be wan- 
ting in a Counſellour for that ordinarily in themarefound 
Prudence, Authoritic, and Experience: That he baue happy 
memorie, which is the: Archive of the Sciences and Trea- 
ſurc of Truths; for witbour it, to.reade and ſtudie, is { as 
they ſay) Coger 4qua en vn harnero, to gather water in a 
ſiue;and it importeth- much, in regard of the diuerfitie of 
buſineſſes, and perſons, with whom hee-is to treate. Thar 
hee haue trauailed, and ſeene forraine-Countries.That hee 
be skill'd in the Languages, and haue in all of them the 
Arte and garbe of ſpeaking and diſcourſing well. That he 
more eſteeme the ſeruice of his King, and the publicke 
good, then his own priuate gaine. Thar hee be courteous, 
humble, affable, and yer of a good ſpirir. Thar. hee lend 
anattentiue carc,and that hee any wy gate open for great 
and ſmall,rich, and poore. . But aboue all theſe, he muſt be 
of approued vertue, for without it, all the reſt arc of no 
cſteeme. Hee that {hall haue more, or leſle of theſe quali- 
ties, which are for all in Common, ſhall bee the more, or 
leſfſe ſyfficient Counſellour, As for Vice-royes, Gouernours, 
Ambaſſadors and other great Gouernments of the ' King- 
dome, 'ſuch are to be choſen, who together with the fore. 
ſaid qualities haue ſtudied, and ſpent ſome yeares in the

cells, ard that th:y ſhould all wayre'ypon this, andattend 
their pleaſure,and thar they ſhould likewiſe treateofall rhoſe 
great buſineſſes, which the Ancient, and more eſpecially, 
Avzuſtns Ceſar, called Arcana impery, Miſterics of State, 
and "Hole of the kingdome.

ſound: But the Dreame, and it's. declaration, proceeded far- 
ther, and Darie/told the King ; That after he had ſeenethe 
beautie and greatneſle of that tree, he heard likewiſe a moſt 
ſtrong and fearefull voyce from Heauen, pronouncing a moſt 
hcauic and rigorous ſentence, that the tree ſhould be hewen 
downc, and the boughes lopt off, and ſo wholy and vtter- 
ly deſtroyed, thatthe creatures that camethither and were 
fed. and maintayned by it's fruit, fled thence, and forſooke 
it.

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Princes ag to: peruſe Hiſtories, and procure to know 
how it hath ſucceeded with others,that thereby they may 
take aduice and warning in caſes to come; and from this 
tence and knowledge of mens naturall inclinations and 

ions, to draw thence a dodrine, for to moderate their 
owne, and to know other mens diſpoſitions, and withall, 
to take notice, that the naturall diſpoſitions of the men of 
theſe times, are not more ſtrong and ablc to reſiſt theirap- 
petites, but are more weake in the naturall,/ and lefſe perfet 
in the ſpirituall, chen thoſe of our Anceſtors. Whence that 
followeth, which wee ſaid before, that by the Knowledge 
of the paſt, wee may prognoſticate of the preſent, if wee 
haue once ſeche;and made triall, that it fell out ſo with ©- 
ther men of the like Rare, and condition.

In the booke of 1oſaa, is recounted the craft,wher- 
with the Ghibeowites,mooued the Princes of 1/7ae/ to plight 
them theis faith, tharcheywould doe them nio harme. And 
though afterwards this their cunning dealing was diſcoue- 
red and. broughtto light, and tharall the people were wil- 
ling, that this promiſe ſhould not be kept ; yetthe Princes of 
the peopie made anſwer thereunto, that they could not bur 
cumply with their word, eſpecially hauing confirmed it 


with.an oath. 1uratim ei in nomine Domini Dei 1/1ael, Toſh9.19. 


& idrirco non poſſumm eos comtingere. We haueſworne 
vato. them by the Lord God of 1/-ael, and therefore yyee 
may not hurt them, And becauſe many yeares after, King 
Saul (out of a zeale to the good- of his: people) broake 
that their, word and promile, there fellvpon him and his 
people a great famine, which continued. for the ſpace of 
three yeares. King Don Sancho, whom they flew by treaſon, 
confeſſed , that that death, lighred-worthily-vpon him, be-< 
cauſe hee had broaken his word, ginen to his father King 
Don Fernando, to. palle the partition-made with his bre- 
thren.z And the conſtancie of Danid is knowen to all, in 
keeping that his word, which all the while he lined hee 
gaue to $himez, that hee would, not;put himto death, ac- 
cording to.the deſert, of his irreucrent. language, and diſ- 
reſpe&. to. his perſon. - And: both diuine, ' and humane 
Letters. are full of the ſeucre chaſticements; which God hath 
inflited vpon thoſe, who haue not beene faithfull in the 
keeping of their. faith and word. - For; being that he him- 
ſelfe. is moſt faithfall, and doth boaſt himſclte to bee ſo, he 
will likewiſe that men ſhould be ſo one towards another: 


S. Tfidore,with a great number of words, affirmeth-; That 149.5 2. 
we ought not to. decciue any man : and chat all infidclitie; ans, 


is finne ;. That no. man ought to faile in that which he hath 109.97-4.cd 5. 


promiſed ; Thar it:is requiſite in'all men, that their workes 
concurre with their words, withouradmitting any excepti- 
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lawfullim 


on fnore then 'in two Cafes; As when that which is pro- 
miſed, cannot be performed without linne; Or when the 
buſineſles, or rhe perſons, admit ſome Hotable change. And: 

hee citech the' example of Saint Pan/3'VVho promiſed toga 
to Corinth, but could not beas good as his word, for thoſe 
pediments, which hindred this his intended Tour- - 
ney. Whence, it followethz That things continuing in 
the ſame Eſtate, a man may nt, for the conuenicnces of his 
priuateprofit, be wanting to his promiſe: And ro maintaine 


. the contraric, is to lay trapps againſtthe truth of faith;and 


to arme policic againſt the religion of an oath. Ina word, 
all doc reſoluc, thar all promiſesare ro be kept, and thar no 
deceite or faichleſſe dealing'ought to be tolerated. Andthe 
reaſon, whereupon theyground it, is common for thar #f- 
delitas et fundamenium TaſtitizyFaithfullneſſe is the founda- 
tionof Tuſtice, andall ContraQarion.; And that this being 
taken away, all commerce amongſt men, muſt expire with it, 
without the which the world cannot be' conferued. For 
they; not reſting aſſured; that that which is promiſed, ſhall 
be performed, they will nor truſt one hel wg Marcus 
T ulims, fayth very well, that this humane faith is ſo necel- 
ſary amongſt men, that, enen'Thicues and Pyrates could 
not live, if they werenotrrucatnongſt themſelues,and kepe - 
their word one with another. And though all, cuen the mea- 
neſt, ought to keepe their word, yet much more carcfully 
ought Kings, and Princes; for there is nothing more vn- - 
worthy them, then to faylein their faith, and word, which 


"abouc all germ ors they ought to keepe, and cumply 


with all; becauſe they arc as Gods vpon carth,and the Head 
oftheir people. Vherefore, their ſingle word ought to be as 
an Oracle, and to be more firme, ſure, and of greater credit, 
then any bondor obligation whatſocucrthar is ſealed and 
ſigned with an: oath. Let the Politicians fay what they 
pleaſc, and thatit is good and found aduiſe, that a Prince, 
for toconſcrue his State,may doan a contrary to Faith & 

Religion, 
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Religion, and neither, keepe his: word, nor oath; yer muſt 
I be bold to, tell them, thay this is wicked, vngodly, and 
bealtly Counſaile, and contrary to the whole Schoole of 
learned. Doors, and holy fathers z \who. affirme:: thar 4 
Princ&.is bound 'to; keepe- his: word,. though hee take not 
an oath for the performance thereof, but much more if he 
ſhall ſwcarczand binde- it by an oath.” And if they will 
nor. yeeld to this,let theſe Politicians plucke off their maske, 
and let thoſe that be their ſcAuaries, ſpeake plaine language, 
and te}l mee what they thinke of thoſe Princes, ( as of $7- 
2iſmand, and others) who made no reckoning ofthat they 
promiſe and ſweare,. when as by the breach thereof,they 
haue beene vtterly ouerthrowne, when they moſt aſſured 
chemſclues of Vicorie.I doubt not hutthey will hold itfor 
a fooliſh reaſon of Stare. For by this fallifying, Princes ſhall 
_ preſently looſe all their cerdit and reputation, and all their 
cunning ſhall-nor profit them, for they will neucr afterwatds 


be belecued. As it is in one ofthe lawes of the Partida.No le 1.3.Ti1.4; 
creerian los homes, que le oyeſſen maguer que dixeſſes ver. Paz, 


dad. : Men will not belecuc, what they heare from them, 
though they ſpcake truth. Titus Ziuiur, holdes it a bar- 
barous A&, That Princes ſhould tye their faithfullneſſe eo 
Fortune, to runne along with the times, and to ſhift ſayles 
with eucty winde. For by this mcancs the word of a Prince 
will come-to'be like vyto the Zesbia» rule, which chan; 
gcth and altereth itſelfe, according to the building, and is 
crooked, and ſtreight, ſhort, or long, furableto the bigneſſe - 
or proportion of the ſtone, or timber which the carpenter, 
or maſon, heweth,or cutteth. | 
But ler vs concludethis ſecond point, with this That 
realitie, and {inceritic both in words and deedes, is very ne- 
ceſſary for all ſortes of perſons, but more particularly, for 
Kings and Princes, who ſhould rather ſee Heauen andearth 
to fayle, then'that they ſhould faile in their promiſes, Ler 
them firſt well weigh and confider with themlelues, v_ 
mey 
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Law of God; and to'the prectprs of the Gharch, but af- 


terwards, let-them infallibly'obſeruc and” keepe the "ſame. 
For in this, confiſteth: the conſeruation, and augmenrati- 
on of great States; Andis that true reaſon of Stare; which 
makes Kings more powerfull; more rich,moreſttemed;and: 
more obeyed.For hee that keepes his faith, and” his word,' 
holdes the heartrs'of men in his hand, is Maſter 6f all their 
wealth, andall becauſe they reſt aſſured;that they may con- 
fidently relye vpon his faith and word. Wheras, by the con-' 
trary, hath inſucd the deſtrutionof Common-wealths;the 
diſtruſtfullneſſe of their ſubies, theſcorne and contempt off - 
etheir-encmics, and the icalouſic of their friends and confe- 
derates, who all hang and depend vpon the truth of his 
words, and the performance of his Contra&s. Andthis 
being once loſt, with it hee looſeth his credit, and after 
that all goes to wracke with it. "For £Halignitas ( ſaith the 
Wiſe man )* everter ſedes potentinm:Malignttie or ill-min- 
dednefle, ( which is nothing elſe, but a Lye or deceit) ſhall 
ouerthrowe the (cates ofthe Mighty.

And the two Sexer;, 
Alexander e5Septimu did ſenerely proſecute theſe beaſts, 
and purſued them to the death, as moſt miſcheiuous to 
a Common-wealth. Theodoricus, ſtabd one of his ſeruants, 
becauſe thinking thereby ro pleaſe him, and to cutry fa- 
uvour with him, he had changed his Religion. And the Arhe- 
nians, beheaded 'an Embaſſadour af theirs, 'whom they 
imployed'to the King of Perfaa, becauſe in an inſinuating 
and flattering kinde of faſhion, hee made his entrance, 


| When hee came to haue bis Audience, with grear ſubmif- 
ſions, and chereupon enatted a Law, wheteby they con- 


demned flatterers to death. And the Emperours, 4rcadins 
and Hozorins ordeyned the like in'their Lawes, And good 
King Dazid did wcll inſtru& Kings, how- they were to 
deale with theſe Traytors, in that rigorous chaſticemenr, 
which hee exerciſed on an CA malakzite, who thought to

This oyle,or Balſamum ( faith Caſiodords) 
is flatterie, which is an invention ofthe Diuells ro bereaue 
men of their ſences. He tooke this courſe with the firſt of 
men, and neither hath, nor will giue oucrrill hee have 


' made an end (if hee can); with thelaſt. For great is that 


vngodly gaine which hee maketh by this kinde of mer- 
chandiſe. Wich this pleaſant bath,:and mouth-oyntmenr 
hce came to our firſt parents, and began to ſmooth, and 
annoynt them with his inticing flatteries, telling them, 

that rhey ſhould be no whit inferiour vnro God, if they 
would bur taſte of the forbidden fruit. They (vnfortu- 
nate therein ) beleeu'd it, And who is he, that knowes not 
what a bad bargaine they made of it, and what great loſſe 
they ſuſtained? And what an ill marker, they make, and 
what they looſe by their trading; who by theſe fomenta- 
tions, ſuffer the: crowne of their head to be annoynted? 
The. fall of that Prince, is very necre athand, if notvery 
certaine, that lets his cares. lye opento the like Tyes ; for 
by liftning vnto Sycophants and Flatterers, good kings 
hauc become: bad, and. by dancing after their pipe, and 
governing themſclues by their duiſe, Kings and kingdomes: 


ue cometo ruine, Commodum, inuenen imperaterempers 
diderant : ( faith Herodian.)

Ir is reported of 0Za8;a» the Emperour, 
that all the Embaſſadoursthatappearcdin his preſence;ſtood 
aſtoniſhed betwixe' feare and admiration; but:/no- ſooner 
ſpake he vnto them, burchey: were wonderfully taken with 
his words; and did not thenſo much feare, as him. For 
_ the Maicſtie eras hee — _—_ WAS .CXCCC- 
ing great, yerwas his carriage towards them very affable, 
envy courteous, In cheſb res vertues, did excell that Ca- 
tholicke King of Spaine, Dox P4ilip the ſecond, whom for 
 therepreſentingof Maieſtic, and regall authoritie , none'did 
excell, and few equall. And in the carriage and compoſition 
of his perſon, there was no defe& to bee found. Vpon any 
accident that befell him, were it good or bad, fortunate-or 
vafortunate, there was neuer any man thatcould perceive in 
him '{ much as adiſcompoſed countenance , or any.other 
the leaſt alteration.

to other ſome. For too much ſeueritic ingendreth hacxed,and 


ta@ much familiariticbreedetb;contempr.”Let them general- 
; rm en gs ne that reſpeRiue: manner-rowards all, 
thatthey honour the better, loue the meaner ſort, and deſpiſe 
not the reſt; butasfarre-as they'are able, extend thicir-grace 
and fauour vntoall.. For that being but little, which they 
haweto give, in compariſon of the many thatarc ſutors , and 
thegrear rewards which they pretend, they reſt better fatis- 
ficd with thoſegood words, and mannerly anſwers, that are 
giacn:them, then with thoſe fanours-that-are- done them.

bore thatname,excrciſed on them this their abſolute powers 
Sothar.it-is;notthe name, nor the office, but the. ill'vſing 
thereof tharmakes it odious. | For-it is-ncither the Title, nox 
the- Man; that moucth or altercth the honeſt meaning minde 
of-the plaine downe right ſubieR, but deeds and aRions,

the contrary, good viage, and good-treatment keepes them 
in loye and peace, and Tas them after him as it were in a 
firing, and to offer vp. for his ſake, a voluntary. ſacrifice of 
their liues.

him:For iris a vſuallrhing, to ſee him lowermoſt to day,thar 
yeſterday Nood vppermoſt'in Fortunes wheele, And the 
Moone, when itis at full fore-tells a wanczand therceforethar 
which importeth then moſt; is;/Tharithey carry themſelues 
. ina gentile faſhion towards all men, and that their dealing be 
| plane, and diſcintereſſed ;- whereby they ſhall not oncly 
keepetheir old friends, but gaine new; and may very well 
hope to be helpen by them, when they ſhall haue occaſion 
tovic them. For they muſt thinke; that the 'skiewill nor al- 
ways bee-cleare, clouds may arife;the Sunhe withdraw his 
lighefor. Kings wills and affeRions, like'other mens, arc 
ambulatoriey and then'in whata poore calc isa Fauovrite, if 
he be left, like a ſingle propoſition,alone to himſelfe: He can- 
not (if he be wiſe) but make this account with himſelfe, that 
the greateſt power ſtirreth vp the greateſt enuie; and if many 
combine againſt hin#fbeche the greateſt Fanourite that euer 
was, or can bee ſuppoſed) they will ſhrewdly put him to his 
erumpes, and if theybe'of as noble courage and wit, as they 
are nobly deſcended, they will heaue himout of the ſaddle, 
when he thinkes he ſits ſureſt. For concealed hatred is worſe 
then open'enmiric. And therefore lethim gaine new friends, 
keepehis old, and notlooſe any one; of thoſe he hath gotten, 
For being lefe ſingle, and alone,- he ſhall bee like vnto that 
- white'Crow itt the Fable }'whom rhe-crowes would not 
come nearc, becauſe of his colour; northe pigeons keepe him 
company, in regard of his greatnefle; ſo that all will flie from 
him, andin| che timevaf his: greateſt need hee ſhall be lefe all 
alone.

It is obſer- 
ucd by the learned Saint .{mbroſe, That truc friend(hip is 
grounded vpon that which isiuſt and honeſt, andis ſo limit- 
ed, that ifit breake thoſe bounds, it doth not onely looſe -it's 
name, but affoords iuſt ciuſe for a man to forgoe his friend. 
Friendſhip is to be held, but alwayes with this proviſo, thar 


the Lawcsof Iuſtice and Charitic bee duely obſerucd ; and - 
 Whenought, contrary thereunto, is pretended, it is no lon- 


r ſaid to bee friendfhip; though vowes and proteſtations 

aue paſt, for the better ſtrengthening and aud tar: of it. 
For ifa King ſhall ſweare amiſſe, and co to the rules 
of charitic, he isnot bound to cumply with his oath, nor is 
there any reaſon for it in the world, why hee ſhould in ſuch 


fort make dcligery and reafon of his heart to his Fauourite, 


and let him haue ſo much the hand of him, as to promiſe ta 
ſticke vnto him,orto ſtand his friend in thoſe things that are 
vnlawfull and vniuſt. As thoſe Kings, 4/verus and Tiberius 
proceeded with Haman and Seianws who, out of the fauour 
that they bore vntothem, gaue them leaue to revengethem- 


{clues of their enemies, and to execute all the tyrannies and 


cruelties which they could deviſe or imagine, to ſatisfic their 
malice.

Now this 
ſo excellent and worthy a Miniſter, when. as nothing was 
was wanting vnto him, ſaye the pong on of a Kings 
Crownc, refuſed it, became a Friar, andtooke vpon him the 
habiteof the order of Saw Bern. And did fo exerciſe himſelfe 
in continuall prayer and.contemplation, that cucn whileſt he 
lived here vpon carth, they held him for a Saint. And if he 
were ſo worthy a.man in that age, ſexuing the Kings of the 
carth, wich. ſo much punRualitic and finceritie; it is notto be 
doubted, but that hee was as preciſe in his ſanRitic and holi- 
neſle of life, when he rendred himſelfe aſlaue, and ſeruant to 
his Lordand Maſter the King of heauen. For your excellent 
wits, which know how to make aduantage ofall things, and 
. thac nothing comes amiſle vnto them, when they are once 
reſolued to ſerue God, they do truly humble themſelues, and 
witha ſtrong determination , tread arid trample the world 
vnder their feet, and whatſocuer therein is, and imbrace and 
take hold on Chriſt. And being thus occupied in holy exer- 
Ciſes, laden with ycares, hce departed out of this life, to that 
which was cternall, hauinginioyed ſome yearcs of that quie- 
tude and abundance of peace, wherewith- he did-cfſay to die

prear places. For this, without doubt, c man from 
is firſt 'eſtate, and apparrellcth him with other particular 
affetions; And in the true knowledge of theſe , conſiſterh 
the. augtnentation, conſeruation, and good gubernation of 


kingdomes, and commonyealths : as allo the reputation, 
die, opinion, andauthoritic of Kings. Ina word,they may

| howatonetimethe naturall diſpoſitions,cuſtomes,and man- 


ners of the vulgar, ſtand affe&ted, and how at another time

- creaſing and inlarging of their. power and greatneſle ; and 


how, and in what manner, they arc to carry themſclues to- 
wards them, as alſo thoſe other, that are to aide and affiſtin 
goucrnment.For there isnot any thing of more nn more 
tobe valued by Kings, then this knowledge of the affeQions, 
as well for the diſcerning thoſe of others, as the moderating 
of their owne..

vp their reſt, be they foes, or friends. And by the ations of 
thoſethat are preſent (be they Confederates, Miniſters, .and 
dependents) their ends, deſignes,and pretenſions. And par- 
ticularly in thoſe who cleaue cloſer ro their Kings fortune, 
then his perſon. Points, whereon doth hang the hinge, and = 
wherein are included and ſhut vp, allboththe particular and 

generall paſſages of gonernmenr, and of thatart, and ſcience,

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which they call by the common name of Reaſon of Seate. 
Andalthough I know for certaine, that there will not ſuch 


be wanting, that will laugh and ſcoffe at theſe my Polieicall 


Aduertiſements; ſome becauſe they would be accounted the 
onely men ſecne in this Science, and would make themſclues 
the onely admired men amongſt the vulgar, and thatthere is 
notany one that isa profeſſour in that Art, that vnderſtan« 


deth their plots and defignes: Others, leſſe malignant, as be- - 


ignorant of the ſecrets of this Science, iudgingit to bean 
As full of impoſhbilicies, will not trouble themlelnes there- 


withall, nor looke into the Myſterics thereof, as if by the cf- = 


feds, they were not able to iudge ofthe cauſes of things;and 
by the carriageand ſucceſle of former buſinefles, todeuine of 
the ends and defignes of thoſe which are now on foot. And 
others, farre worſe then theſe, who although they come to 
know this truth, deny the ſame,and ſecke many colours both 
for the diſgracing of it, and the Author; and for no other 
reaſon in the world, but becauſe they are profeſſed enemies, 
to wharſocuer counfell, that'is not of their owne hatching, 
fearing that it mighe quit" ſomerhing of the glory of their 
ambition. Andior that they will hane nothing th tobe 
good,but what ifſucs from forth their owne braine, they blaſ- 
pheme (faith Saint ewes) and ſpeake cuill of that which they 
' know not; and notonely not admit and receiue that good 
whichis propounded vnto them ; but (as that kingly Pro-- 
_ pher faith) becauſethey will neither ynderſtand nor heace it,. 
- likethe- Adder, they ſtop their eares with the taile of their 
ignorance, fearing leſt they ſhould be charmed by ſome fupe- 
riour wit, and better vnderſtanding. Yet notwithſtanding,tall 
backe, fall edge, come what will of it, I haue cumplyed with. 
my deſire, and (which is more) with my obligation. And 
' if ir ſhall prone tobeof any vſc, profie, and ſeruice,for Kings, 
and forthe great 'Councellours and Miniſters of their king- 
domes (which haue moſt need thereof) to whoſe ſeruice 1t 

"goes eſpecially direRed, and perhaps may be vſefull —_—_

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whichare notio that nature, Andthough haply irmay not - 
bee auailcable for amtndment, yet may it ſeruc for a deſex. 
gaxwo, and dif-deceiuing of thoſe thar are in an crrour.. And 
in caſe it ſhall not take thiseffeR, there will be no harme done 
_ by —_— it ro the Preſſe, though it bee afterwards bu: 
ried in theduft, as it hath befallen other farre bertcr things 
thenrheſe; And Time, which coners what is paſt, and diſco. 
uers what is to come; will in it's time diſcouer this, and ſuch 
other things, as are. not yet come to light. And for this cauſe, 
they called dre bimedes the Syracuſan, The Inuenter ofnew 
Things , and the Regiſter of old. And certaine it is, that 
amongſt the Ancients, there was a great agreement and Ar- 
tifice in the goucrnment of ſome commonwealths , as was 
that of the <£gyprians, of the Athenians, of the 4lmanes, 
andaboucall, of the Reyare Commonwealth, Vhich Saint 
Anſten did ſo much admire. And men looking no further 
then to that which is before them, haue, in a manner, quite | 

forgotten that , and therefore it is fit that there ſhould bee 
ſome Remembrancer, that by putting them in minde of that 
which is paſt, they may the better-performe things for the 
—_— and prouide for that which is tocome, For (as Plato 
aid, though in another ſence) all our knowledge is but aRe- 
cordation of things paſt, and therein he ſaid well. For a great 
partofthoſe nouelties, which are daily introduced, are but 
_ old things, that haue laycnlong in obljuion; and that which 
is donetoday, we finde, is forgotten to morrow. And in the 
reuolution of time, comes (in after ages) to repreſent it ſelfe 
for new. And this (amongſt many others) was the maine 
cauſe which moned me to write this Treatiſe,and which may 
incourage meto goon further, though I muſt confeſle, that 
my penne hath out runne my intention, finding that I hauc 
chruſtmy foot deeper into the ſtitrop,then I thaught to hauc 
done; hauing made a volumne of that, which'wwhen I firſt 
put pen to paper, I purpoſed ſhouid haue ended in a ſhore 
and little Tra&t. But who can puta bridle vnto loue , Fo re-
